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Later Partlonlnrs of the Yerrible Disnster nt
Noew Humbura.

The N. Y. Post of last evenlng saya: —

The following particalars in regard to the
terrible nccident on the Hudsgon River Railroad
bave been obtained in this city to-day [rom eye-
wilnesses; —

The freight traln which caused the accident
consisted of about twenty-five cars, most of
which carried tapnks filied with oll. Before
leaving Albany every car was carefolly in-
gpecied by the workmen, and no defect was dis-
covered.

When the train reached the wooden bridge
over Wappioger's creek, at New Hamburg,
about elght miles below Ponghkeepsie, a suddon
ghock passed throungh the vntire train, almost
throwing it from the track.

Upon examioation it was found that the axle
of the tenth enr had broken. T'he ear had then
broken loote from 1% conplings, eareensd on
oBe side, etruck agoinst the (ramework ol the
bridge, avd lay a total wreck npuH the up track.

Almost at the same moment, nod before o slg-
nal or note of warniog could be raised the ex-
press irain which bad left this eity at 8 o'clock
came rucghing along at the rate of thirty miles
an hour.

The engine gtruck the wrecked car with terri-
ble force, eciiing fire to the oll, scattering the
foflammabtle materials and burniog fragzmeats
of the ear iu all directions.

The force of the collision instantly threw the
engine over the bridee Into the creek.

The jce was very thick at the time, bat was
unable to bear the welght of the locomotive,
which broke through and sank.
g:The engineer, E. Il Simmons, perished. is
Lody has not been found.

The tender of the engine also fell into the
creck. Immediately bebind the engine were
two baggage cars, which were followed by a
tlveping cur, full of passengers,

The flames from the oll tank soon set fire Lo
these cars, which, after striking the wreek, fall
over ioto the creek, n burpiog mass. Bome of
the passengers in the sleepiog-cars suceeeded in
leaping from the car in time Lo save themselves
from death, but the rest, nambering, ic s said,
from twenty to Lwenty-five persons, were car-
ried with the ¢car over the bridge, and were
either drowned or burped Lo deathi.

P. H. Vosburgh, the condnector of the sleeping
car, was on board at the time, and o bedy, sup-
possed to have been his, was afterwards found,
with the lower extremities burned away.

As soon as the particulars of the disaster
reached this city, the superintendent, J. M.
Toucey, slarted for the scene, and has since
been engaged, with a large body of men, in
searching for the bodles of the unfortunate pas-
Eengers,

This morning the wreck was cleared away
from the sleeping-car, as it lay upon the ice,
and a vigorous search was muode for the bodles
of thoge passengers who might be erushed In the
wreck or of those burned 10 death.

In one corner of the ear a heap of eharred
and blackeped bodies were forind, but so disfi-
gured that identification was lmpossible

From the appearance of the bodies 1L was
evident that the passengers at the time of
the aceident had rushed In despair o the
rear door uf the car, and had there mizerably
periehed,

Bebind tbis car, which was the “Buffalo
car,” were two other sleoping oars, which were
also lotally destroyed by fire. The passengers,
however, many of whom were bual partly
dreseed, succeeded in gaving thelr lives.

Many of the ears of the freight train, together
with the baggoage they contalned, were also
aurned,

E. Laurence Mooney. the brakeman who was
on the sleeping ear when it fell ioto the creek,
ie mieginy, and 18 probavly among the Killed.
He was discharged from the roud a month ago,
and was reinsimwed In his position about two
weeks ago, at the urgent request of his mother,

As pear us conld be ascertained at the hour of
wriling, the number of victims was twenly to
twenty-five.

The nolse oceasioned by the explosion of the
oll tank was heard for o greatl distance, and the
flames of the wrecked cars snd the burning
bridee conld be seen for many miles,

The bridge over Wappluzer's creek was a
wooden structure of about two bundred feet In
length, and is totally destroyed.

Mauy of the oldest conductors and engineer
on the Hudson river road uuite 1o saying tha
the scepe presented ot the place of the disaste”
this mornlng was the most terrible they had
ever witnessed,

From the New York papers of this morniog
we take the following additional partleulars of
the disaster:—

STATEMENTS OF BUURVIVORS,

The fireman of the passenger train, who saved
his llie by jemping [rom the engine before it
struck tbhe oil-car, was severely injured about
the head, having been struek by some sharp
substance when he fell. Ils story I8 subsatan-
tially a8 follows:—{ was on the Constitation
(Epgine No. 54), which was attacbued to the
second Pocific express trulo, that left New York
ut 8 o'clock on Monday evening,

We reactied New Huambhuarg at abont 10 20,
somewhpt bebipd time. When approaching the
drawbridge of that place an engine was ob-
gerved upon the track, but it exelted no surs
prise, nor did it leseen the speed of our train,
as It was psual for locomotives to etop at this
place snd take in water from a tank. We saw
danger aignals flashing through the darkness,
Our trala shol by the lucomotive and n portion
of sn ofl traln that was bellod it near the
I.;idge. and went crashlog through the rear
of It

Blmulteneonsly with the collision arose a
blaze from the scattered oll thal bad lgnited,
apd poon evervibing was enveloped in flames,
Prior to the colllslon I eaw that the accldent
was lnevitable, aud before the traln reacted the
bridge I jumped from it and landed on some
fce. Fora hall minute or 8o | was conscloas
and beard the shattering of the timbera, the
Aegeent of the Yoeomotive and athop ecara aver,
v UERW 100 WG waier, (o binze dasted upe

me, and \hep came & stupor, ro which 1 wag

arcused by the pain of the injaries I had re-
ceived. 8

Upon recovering my senses 1 dizcovered that
of the care composing the traln, the locomotive,
baggage, and two gleeping-cars had heen pre-
cipitated loto the water, and with few exceptions
all on board with them. [ am almost certain
that none escaped from the “Baffulo eleeper,”
not even the brakemen. The three other slesp-
ing-cars were not Injared, as the coupling broke
and left them on the ground with very frightened
but uninjured passengers.

I don’t know how lar we were from the oll
train when we perceived Ii; bnt when we
observed the danger elgonls we tried to etop.
I did not bear that any one was killed on the
oll train. After the aceident, the univjured
cars were moved from the scene of danger, and
the passengers clostered in them for shelter,
and remalined all night. The bridge was buile
about a year agn, The telegraph wire was
under the bridee, and when the bridge was burn-
ing could not be used, g0 that commuunication
wae kept open to Fishkill by means of an
engine.

AXOTHER ACCOURT —~TOUCHING INCIDENTE,

As goon as the intelligence of the desaster
reached New Uawmburg two fire engloes ware
hastened (o Lhe scene, nnd by their ald the
flames were soon snbdoed, and search was begzun
for the bhodles of the inmates of the Buffalo car,

Horrible indeed was the epectacle as one aflter
another the charred and maogled bodles was
brovght forth,

By 12 o'clock all the bodies had been found
except that of Simmons, the engineer. They
were placed iu n baggage car, and a fira was
built to thaw the trozen clothing, It was almost
impoesible to ldentily thewn, as in many cuses
the laces were so burned thut scarcely a feature
remalued. The conductor of the sleeping-car
could only be identified by the diagram contuin-
Ing the names of his passengers. When, among
the rest, the body of a woman with a child
grasped clogely in ench arm was drawn ont, a
gentleman who had been walking frantieally to
and fro since the disaster at once recognized
them as his wife and children, °

He eaid that jonst before the eollision he left
his family to go to the smoking-car, and had
hardly etepped loto the adioining car when the
thock came and separated them from him for-
ever, One ol the chlldren was wrapped closely
in a shawl and was not burned at all, thoush [t
bad been drowned. The other, a3 well as the
mother, was very badly burned about the face
and breast,

At 12 o'clock the bodles which had been found,
nloeteen in number, were conveyed to Pough-
keepele, nnd there placed In enfling to await
identification. Throughout the afernoon
there was a large throng of persons congresated
nbout the wrecks, and search wae continned for
the body of Eugineer Bimmons., At one time it
was romored that a car containing forty pas-
eengers had been wpoticed in fronu of the last
eleeping ear as it passed New Hamburye, and
that this, with s Jiving frelght, was under the
jce. This for a time created o new panle in the
nlready excited village, but it was soon dis-
covered to be unfounded.

Many and ead werg the stories related by
those who had eseaped. One gentleman said
that he bad started for the West with his wife.
and all of his property, consisting of 10,000,
intending to settle there. Wishing to speak
with o friend in & rear car, he left iz wife for a
moment, but before he could retarn the collision
came, and he did not see her again till ber man-
gled and disfigured body was taken from the
ruins. A lady said she was on her way to Buf-
fulo with two sisters, and wishing to make some
arrapgements with friends in the rear ear, went
back, sndhad barely escaped from the car when
the explosion teok place.

STATEMENT OF MR, HIUNT, OF ALBANY,

John G. Hunt, who was a passenger on board
of the train, says:—*'It appenrs that one of the
cars attached to the oll train, the second one
from the engine, had a wheel broken, and the
engineer was endeavoring Lo etop on approach-
lug the bridge, but was unable to do 8o, and,
In consequence, on arriving at the bridge he
enging and first car ran ofl lnto the creek,
leaving the eecond car stretched across the
truck on which the Pacific exoress pnassenger
train, bound north, was running.

No signal or anything was shown to warn the
express, which, in & few moments, eanme along
ai lull epeed, running Into the oll car, the force
of the collision exploding and selting on flre
the oil, and precipitating the engloe and bag-
goge car from the bridge through the ice into
the creek below. The sleeping car, following
the baggage car, was drq;zuz about half way
off tbe bridge. The fire from the burning o,
which was strewed around on the lee in every
direction, speedily communieated to and totally
consumed the baggage and sleeping-car, with
every sonl on hoard, spreading from thence to
the second sleeping-car, which &till remalined
on the track, the passengers fortunately escap-
ing in tiwe, some losing their clothes in the
hasty depuarture.

The passengers and employes, in the remain-
der of the train, immediately on feeling the
thock, rap out, and the scene which met thelir
eyes was of the most terrible deseription. The
jee wns completely coversd with a sheet of
flame, and in ita midst, almost entirely enve-
lojed, lay the baggnge and sleeping cars. The
blazing ol), wo, had Hoated aloug the lee, and
where the lce was broken on  the surface ol the
waler, to where several sloops and fishing boatas
lay frozen io, and set fire to them, but the In-
habitants of the vicinlty extinguished the
flnmes.

The excitement usually attendant upon such
ecenes was not wituessed on this occaslon, for
every one eeemed cool and collected. Ooe body,
ruppoeed to be that of Vosburgh, the conductor,
wage pul'ed from the sleeping-ecar, and pressoted
a tflchening appearance, one leg belog cou-
enmed, aud the rest of the body so blackened
nud ebarred as Ltg be unrecogonizable, The fire-
man of the express train, on seelng the impossi-
Libty of avoiding a collision, jumped off, having
previously advised the engineer Lo do the same;
Lut the latter refused, saying he would go on
throvgh with bisa engine. He must have been
burned to death, ns he was precipltated o the
midet of the burnlng oll,

The bridge 1s & draw, and the dlstance from
it 1o the lce below was searcely six feel. As
eoon ae possible the remaluing sleaping. curs and
passenger-cosches were detached and wken out
of dapger. One Instance of remarkable cool-
nees Is related, A gentleman occupying a berth
in the centre of the second sleeping-car, on
belng aroused, walted until he had completely
dressed himeell, In every parilenlar, even hant-
ing up his oversbioes and puttiog them on, be-
fore leavivg, by which time the forward end ol
the car was in llames.

Hecopulzivg the Dend-Brumality of the By~
. winnders-Robbing tho Ninla.

Povenkurrsie—Midolght.—All the bodles
recovered up o this time bave Leen brought to
this place, and all but two identiied. Tha city
ig full of the fiiends of the vietims, and the
Feepes al the undertaker's when the bodies are
brovght in are truly heartrendiog as the mourn-
erg apswer and ldentify the loved ones by the
articles found on them, for in most cases other
recognition is impoesible, 80 wmuch are they mu-
tiluted. HRough pine boxes have been made,
into eack of which a corpse is placed, and the
undertaker and his assistaots are buslly en-
gaged in washing and prepariog the corpses for
burial.

HORNINLY MUTILATED,

Of all the bodies In the undertaker's office
that of Mr. Nancrede l& \be most horribly mu-
tilated, his head and one arm belng entire'y
burned off. The others were all more or lusa
mutilated, and presented a sickening sight.
Mr, Nunerede's watch was found on’ his person,
and bad stopped at 10 26 o'clock, showing the
exnot time at which the accident took place.

The unfortunate gentleman was on his way to
81, Catharines for his health; he was formerly of
Pbiladelpbin. The famlly of the Rey. Mr. Fowler
were thken to Mr. Nelson's, another undertaker,
where they are being prepared for transmission
to tbeir friends. 'l'huir bodies are in a better
ttate of preservation than most of the others,
they being only Injured about the face, Their
bodies having probably been covered by the bed-
cluthes escaped mutilation, and their deaths had
evidently Leen cansed by suffocation. Mr.
Fowler was formerly In charge of the Eplscopal
church at Batavia, which be wasobliged to leave
on account of i1l bealth, and where he was much
veloved and respected by all.

There were gome very roemarkable escapes
from the train. Mr. Farwell and wife were in
the eecond car, and spraog out, saving their
lives, but leaving a valuable watch and $500
behind them.

Many who were gaved complain bitterly of
the brutality of the raliroad employes and of
the people who were employed in gettlog out
the bodics, There did not appear Lo be any one
in authority, and the

and piliaged by wholesale, Nor was this all,
One of the unfeeling got a book of written
fermong, probably belonging to the unfortunate
Mr. Fowler, which he read aloud amid the jeers
and laughter of the unfeellng crowd. Articles
of female apparel would be pulled out of the
trapks, and beld up to view in sport, and the
bodies themselves were roughly flshed oot as if
they were go much carrion, and then a rope was
pasged round them and
THEY WERE DRAGGED OVER TIE ROUGH T0B

to the car, which was some distance off the
rongh edges of the lee cutting into their flash,
and marking thelr track with blood, which will
acconot in part for the mutilated condition of
the bodles. From all aceounts the rallroad
people did nothing except commence the work
of repalring their bridige, and the surviving pas-
eengers were left to care for themselves as best
they might.

THE BRAVE ENGINEER WHO DIED AT HIS FOST.

The following history of the engineer who so
nobly and courageously met his death at his
pest was given Lo a reporter by a fireman
named I)ewcelv, who Iately served under him.
‘ " E. H. Bimmons, he sald, was born in

ark in 1832, and has been railroading for
L ‘live  yeara, He commenced as
fircman on the Harlem Road. le was witey
and kind, and was the life of the
road. Before he took to the road he worked
on the four-pipe &teamboat Fraocis Skiddy.

His father was physician In the Tombs for
twenty years, He was known over the whole
Btate, and also over the Western States, and
wherever he went, withont exagweration, he
was liked and heloved. Tobe men were as foud
of him as a Lrother, God knows. It lssupposed he

8 iu the cab, with the engine atop; he undoubt-
edly reverged the engine, and gave her steam
to hold fast, as he always did in similar cases.
He was a man of great courage. Onee u fireman
thought & eollision inevitable at Yonkers, so
said Good by, doctor, 1'm a-going to jump.” “All
right, my boy, go it; but I don't leave my post,
come what will"—aud fortunately no accldent
took place. There was not another such n
who'e-sonled chap on the road. None of us
dare go pear his honse; we are afraid to face his
poor wife. Bhe is heart-broken, and loved him
ntensely. Lord have mercy on the poor soul ;

GREAT FIRE IN PITTSBURG,.

Devastnting ('oum;lnll-nul.lm-ultva Works
Burved- 26 Funmilles Homelons,

The Pitteburg Chronicle of lnst evening saye:

About fifteen minutes past 5 o'clock this
morning a fire broke out in a emall frame
glable on Chesnut alley, pear Third street,
South Pittsborg, which resulted in one of the
most destructive conllagrations which has ever
vielted the SBouth Bide. The alarm was given
promptly, but owing o a deficlent snpp‘f of
water the flames spread with fearful rapidity,
and were not checked until nearly the entire
block, boundeéd by Third street on the wost,
Bivgham street on the north, Carson etreet on
the south, and a small private alley on toe eas
was in ashes. Incloded ln the buildioge burned
were twenly dwelling-hounses, occupled by
twerty-cight families, and the extensive loco-
motlve works of Messre. Bmith & Porter, which
was o structure] three atories in  height, having
a front of forty fect on Bingham street and ex
tending back to Chesnut alley a distance of one
hundred fest.

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE,

How the fire originated has not been ascer-
talned, but it is supposed to have been the work
of an incendiary. The loft of the stable was
filled with hay, and as goon a8 the flames
reached ir, the fire bunrned with great flerceneas,
The bullding was immediately adjolning Messrs,
Smith & Porter's

LOCOMOTIVE WORKS,
and in a very few moments the flames had com-
municated to that establishment, which, belog
entirely of frame, rendered the almost super-
buman efforts of the watchmen and employes
to gave Lthe building of no avall, The firm had
taken cvery precaution to jguard against fire,
and had also provided hose o be nsed in sueh
an event. All thege pracautions, however, falled
to prevent the total destraction of the
building, together with «ll the valuable
machinery, finished work, stock, and tools. Itis
impossible to give an inventory of the materials
on band, but the firm had made preparations for
an extensive trade during the present year, and
congequently bad their establishment well filled
with seock. The boller-room, blacksmith shop
ete,, were on the first floor. On the second
floor wae the finishing-room, and on the third
were the pattern shop and wood department.
SBome twelve locomotives, noarly all of light
welght, were in various stages of completion,
and ove was 80 far completed that arrangemsants
had been made for shipping it to Wilkesbarre,
its destination, in a day or two. These engines,
together with a large stock of valuable patterns,
were all destroyed, ns was also the machinery,
as stated above. ‘The total loss is estimated by
the firm at 70,000, on which there was an in-
surauece of about 30,000,
THE SPREAD OF THE CONFLAGRATION,

The beat from the burninr works was, of
course, intense. The large, bigh building was
o mass of flame rendercd the more intense by
the gquantity of oll that saturated muach of the
wood work. From this burning centre the fire
spread in all directions simultaneously, aod
dwelling-houses fronting on Third street, on
Bingham street, and on both sides of Chesnut
alley, opposite and above the locomotive
works, took fire almost at the same time, and
apparently without the immediate agency of
eparks and brands, but from the mere neigh-
borbood of the laming mass near them. The
utmost consternation prevailed on all sides,
Twenty dwellings were in flames, and not less
than twenty-eight familles deprived of homes,
and much of thelr household goods were In the
etrects, together with other families whose
homes were io lmminent danger.

LOBS AND INBURANCH.

It is impossible, as yet, to ascertnin, in exact
fignres, the amounts of loss and lusurance. The
loss of Messrs. Bmith & Porter is estimated at
about seventy thousand dollars. On this they
bad £80,000 ingurance, distributed amoog the
following companies, §2500 in each company: —
Western, of Buffalo, N. Y., Narragansett, of
Providence, R. l., Liverpool, Loudon, and
Globe, International of New York, Paclde of
California, Corn Excbange, of New York, Cleve-
lnnd Ipsurance Company, North Ameriean of
Phlladelphia, Hartford of Hartford. Conn.,
Hapover of New York, and the Delaware
Mutual, of Philadelphia.

The losses and Insurance of the owners of the
rest of the houses and the tenants of the
buildings conld not be ascertained, but will
probably reach 150,000,

INUIDENTS,

While the fire was in progress the wall of
Mrs, Cunnlogham's house, on the south side ot
Chesnut alley, fell ontward, and Captain James
Conway, of the Mechanies' Hoge Company, who
waus standing dimcl.lz uuder it, had barely time
to escape being erusbed beneath the falling wall.

One womav, who eatered one of the burning
bouses to help carry out some of the furniture,
heard the erles of a litde child in the upper
story. Bhe hastened up there and found a baba
Iying in the bed. Boatching the little one in her
urme, ghe bad barely time to escape with 1t before

the flumes ent off her egress.
